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The  Forty-Second  Annual  Report 
of  the  Selectmen 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rockland: 

The  report  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  year  ending  Dec1. 
31,  1915,  is  hereby  submitted. 

The  board  organized  Mar.  12,  by  electing  James  A. 
Cody  as  chairman  and  clerk. 

The  appointive  officers  have  remained  with  a  few  excep- 
tions the  same  as  last  year. 

Henry  S.  Healy  was  appointed  as  a  Registrar  of  Voters 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  B.  J.  Fitzgerald. 

On  March  16,  David  J.  Burke  was  appointed  as  Chief  of 
Police,  and  he  was  then  told  that  he  was  to  have  full 
charge  of  all  the  police  work  of  the  town,  and  that  he 
need  not  consult  with  the  Selectmen,  before  prosecuting 
violators  of  the  law. 

Suits — The  financial  statement  shows  we  had  a  number 
of  damage  cases  to  settle  during  the  year;  these  were  all 
caused  by  defects  in  the  sidewalks,  some  of  the  injuries 
sustained  were  quite  serious  and,  by  the  advice  of  council, 
all  were  settled  by  the  Selectmen. 

We  also  settled  the  suit  of  Officer  Knight  of  Randolph 
for  pay  for  services  rendered  the  town  in  1905.  This 
case  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  last  March  by  an  article  in  the  warrant,  ask- 
ing for  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  claim,  this  was  refused. 
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The  board  was  summoned  to  appear  in  court  to  answer 
interrogatories  in  relation  to  the  case.  After  consulting 
with  a  member  of  the  committee  that  contracted  this  bill, 
to  see  what  we  might  learn  about  the  case,  and  being  told 
by  council  that  the  chances  were  greatly  in  favor  of  the 
court  awarding  the  plaintiff  at  least  an  amount  equal  to 
the  face  of  the  bill,  the  board  decided  not  to  go  to  any  ad- 
ditional expense  in  fighting  a  losing  case,  and  settled  by 
paying  the  face  value  of  the  claim. 

Poles — Work  of  moving  unnecessary  poles  on  the  streets 
is  progressing  slowly  as  there  is  considerable  red  tape  con- 
nected with  the  work.  At  this  time  papers  have  been  signed 
for  joint  pole  locations  on  parts  of  Union  street  and  on 
Park  and  Webster  streets  and  we  have  caused  the  re- 
moval of  the  trolley  wire  and  the  rails  from  Hingham 
street. 

We  recommend  that  the  work  of  elminating  these  un- 
necessary poles  be  continued. 

Town  Offices — Early  in  the  summer  it  was  voted  that 
the  Town  Office  should  be  closed  at  noon  on  Saturdays 
during  June,  July  and  August  and  that  each  Salaried  Of- 
ficer was  entitled  to  two  weeks  vacation. 

The  Selectmen's  office  has  been  improved  and  made  to 
appear  more  business  like  by  the  installation  of  a  steel 
counter  and  grill  work  for  the  .Treasurer,  and  Tax  Collec- 
tor, and  grill  work  over  the  desk  of  the  Selectmen.  ■  A 
contract  for  this  work  was  awarded  after  competitive  bids 
were  received.  The  work  was  greatly  delayed,  as  the  first 
shipment  of  the  grill  work  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Se- 
lectmen, and  not  up  to  the  specifications,  it  was  shipped 
back  to  the  factory  and  a  new  contract  made. 

Some  new  furniture  has  been  placed  in  the  office,  also 
two  all-night  lights,  to  illuminate  the  safe  and  vault.  The 
Savings  Bank  co-operated  in  improving  the  appearance  of 
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the  office  by  painting  and  inserting  in  place  of  the  old 
stained  glass,  a  beveled  plate  glass  in  the  door.  The  cost 
to  the  town  for  these  improvements  will  be  found  under 
the  unclassified  expenses  of  the  miscellaneous  account.  A 
picture  of  J.  S.  Gray,  who  has  served  the  town  for  more 
than  twenty  years  as  Treasurer,  was  presented  to  the  town 
by  the  Town  Officers  and  adorns  the  Selectmen's  office. 

Working-men's  Compensation  Insurance; — We  have  had 
but  two  cases  of  injury  reported  during  the  year,  that 
came  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  One  of  these  was 
in  the  Street  and  one  in  the  Gypsy  Moth  Department. 
Neither  of  them  were  serious  and  the  only  cost  to  the  In- 
surance company  was  for  the  attending  physician.  W e  be- 
lieve in  insuring  under  this  Act  however,  as  it  makes  a 
fixed  charge  and  avoids  law  suits,  or  a  possible  large 
amount  of  compensation  at  one  time. 

Insurance — Dwelling  house  insurance  has  been  reduced 
from  what  it  was  when  the  new  schedule  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Insurance  Exchange  went  into  effect.  At  this  time 
Mr.  Amos  A.  Phelps  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  vis- 
ited the  Exchange  to  request  that  Rockland  be  advanced 
in  their  schedule  from  class  C  risk  to  class  B.  After 
several  visits  to  their  office  and  considerable  correspond- 
ence, the  desired  result  was  accomplished,  additional  points 
being  credited  to  the  Town  by  their  having  accepted  the 
Fire  Prevention  Act,  the  metering  of  the  water  system,  and 
the  improved  condition  of  the  streets.  The  advance  from 
class  C  to  class  B  means  a  saving  to  the  Policy  holders  in 
the  aggregate,  of  approximately  $3,500  on  five  year  pol- 
icies. 

Park  Street: — The  condition  on  this  street  is  deplorable, 
and  numerous  complaints  have  been  received  from  citizens 
in  regard  to  it.    This  condition  was  brought  about  by  the 
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Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health  trying  to  help  remedy  a 
bad  condition  at  the  head  of  the  street,  and  we  hereby  pub- 
lish the  letter  giving  permission  for  the  line  of  pipes  in  the 
street.

Mr.  A.  W.  Perry, 
Rockland,  Mass., 
Dear  Sir: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  voted  to  grant  your  re- 
quest to  open  Park  St.,  to  lay  a  line  of  tile  pipe  from  the 
Phamix  Block  to  land  of  Thomas  Fox,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  care  of  sewage. 

You  are  to  assume  all  responsibility  for  any  damage  that 
may  arise  from  the  same,  and  leave  the  street  in  as  good  a 
condition  as  you  find  it. 

The  Selectmen  reserve  the  right  to  cause  their  removal 
at  any  time  if  in  their  judgment  conditions  should  arise 
that  may  make  it  seem  necessary.

Since  the  condition  become  so  bad,  it  has  been  a  problem 
to  know  just  what  to  do.  The  Selectmen  and  Board  of 
Health  have  had  several  meetings  with  parties  directly  in- 
terested in  the  matter,  and  have  tried  a  number  of  different 
remedies.  If  the  nuisance  is  not  abated,  the  pipes  will  be 
removed  from  the  street. 

Howard,  Stanton  and  Everett  Street  Drain : — Complaints 
have  been  received  from  residents  of  Howard  and  Stanton 
streets  about  the  condition  of  their  land;  also  the  smell 
caused  by  the  flowage  over  land  in  that  vicinity.  They  de- 
manded that  it  be  stopped  and  threatened  to  block  up  the 
drain. 
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The  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health  acting  together,  in- 
vestigated as  to  the  rights  of  the  town  to  the  use  of  what 
we  supposed  was  a  water  course,  and  found  that  a  number 
of  years  ago  the  town  had  closed  the  water  course  at  this 
point  for  some  private  interests,  and  in  consideration  of  this 
they  received  verbal  permission  to  flow  surface  water  over 
the  land  in  question  until  such  time  as  said  land  should  be 
developed. 

The  property  is  now  developed  and  believing  that  the  res- 
idents were  justified  in  their  demands,  the  matter  was  pre- 
sented to  the  town  at  a  special  meeting,  but  owing  to*  their 
being  less  than  three  hundred  voters  present,  no  appropri- 
ation could  be  made  and  the  article  was  passed  over. 

Realizing  that  something  must  be  done,  the  Board  con- 
sidered it  an  extraordinary  case,  and  went  ahead  with  the 
work  without  any  appropriation,  it  being  understood  that 
the  Board  of  Health  would  bear  one-half  of  the  expense 
up  to  one  thousand  dollars.  The  expenses  in  detail  are 
published  in  the  financial  report  of  the  Selectmen. 

Franklin  Avenue  Drain: — This  drain  was  stopped  up 
and  water  overflowed  Church  Street.  Thinking  it  was  a 
condition  caused  by  a  pipe  of  the  Gas  company,  we  caused 
the  Highway  Surveyor  to  open  the  street  at  that  point. 
The  drain  was  found  to  be  almost  closed  with  debris,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  open  it  the  entire  length  of  Franklin 
Avenue. 

The  drains  here  were  laid  by  private  parties  before  the 
street  was  built.  This  one  is  a  stone  drain,  about  half  the 
distance  it  is  covered  with  large  capstones,  Many  of 
these  had  to  be  removed  making  the  work  slow  and  costly. 
Once  the  drain  was  opened,  it  seemed  to  us  to  be  economy 
to  complete  the  work  at  this  time.  Asythe  money  in  the 
Highway  Department  was  expended,  we  finished  the  work 
without  any  appropriaion. 
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Sidewalks : — Many  of  the  concrete  walks  are  in  bad  con- 
dition and  should  be  repaired  thoroughly  before  any  new 
work  is  laid.  We  recommend  that  no  more  concrete  be  laid 
on  Union  Street,  between  North  Avenue  and  Lane's  cor- 
ner, but  that  the  town  encourage  the  building  of  grano- 
lithic walks  in  this  section;  that  the  town  build  a  grano- 
lithic sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Memorial  Library,  and  the 
Engine  House,  and  that  some  method  other  than  concreting 
be  used  for  building  walks  in  outside  districts. 

Highways: — There  are  now  a  number  of  miles  of  ma- 
cadam road  in  town  that  must  be  taken  care  of.  We  rec- 
ommend that  a  separate  appropriation  be  made  for  the  pur- 
chase of  some  kind  of  a  road  binder. 

Some  work  that  should  have  been  done  by  this  depart- 
ment had  to  be  left  undone,  as  the  money  gave  out  rather 
unexpectedly,  owing  to  the  amount  of  the  Street  Railway 
and  Excise  Tax  being  less  than  last  year.  The  returns  on 
both  of  these  taxes  are  credited  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. The  Excise  Tax  was  about  fifty  dollars  less  than 
last  year,  the  Street  Railway  Tax  is  received  from  the  State 
Treasurer  on  or  about  Nov.  15  of  each  year,  and  it  has 
been  the  custom  to  figure  this  tax  the  same  as  the  previous 
year.  This  year  it  was  five  hundred  dollars  less  than  last 
year. 

Street  Lighting: — The  general  plan  of  lighting  remains 
the  same  as  last  year.  We  have  caused  four  lights  in  the 
business  district  to  be  so  arranged  that  they  will  be  on  all 
night.  One  at  Poole's  Corner,  one  at  Webster  Street,  one 
at  Church  Street  and  one  at  Union  Square.  During  the 
year  fourteen  thirty-two  candle  power  incandescent  lights 
have  been  installed.  There  are  now  three  hundred  and 
sixty-three  of  these  lights,  eight  eighty  candle  power: 
twelve  arc  lights  and  fifteen  of  the  Bay  State  Railway 
lights.    We  recommend  that  at  street  corners,  where  needed 
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a  light  similar  to  those  on  South  Union  street  be  installed 
in  such  a  manner  over  the  streets  that  better  results  may  be 
had  in  lighting. 

Street  Signs: — A  new  and  larger  sign  has  been  placed 
at  the  junction  of  Union  and  Market  streets,  many  of  the 
other  signs  painted  and  repaired.  We  recommend  that 
more  suitable  signs  be  placed  at  the  head  of  Webster  street 
and  at  the  entrances  to  the  town. 

Moth  Department : — The  Board  recommends  that  all  pri- 
vate work  done  by  this  department  be  done  as  town  work, 
and  bills  for  the  work  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  and 
that  the  Selectmen  arrange  a  system  for  doing  the  work. 

Grade  Crossings: — The  petition  before  the  Superior 
court,  asking  for  a  commission  to  consider  the  abolition  of 
all  grade  crossing's  in  town,  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 
We  have  not  tried  to  force  this  case,  as  in  the  opinion  of 
Council,  the  time  was  not  favorable  for  such  action  by  the 
court,  or  a  commission,  as  to  cause  these  crossings  to  be 
abolished. 

Transfer  Privileges : — The  decision  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  on  this  matter  is  published  in  full.  Their  de- 
cision was  received  after  the  Board  had  voted  not  to  accept 
the  same  proposition  from  the  Railway  officials.

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Rockland  for  the  extension 
of  transfer  privileges  on  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  in 
that  town:  !  <] 

On  the  above  petition  a  public  hearing  was  given,  and  a 
conference  was  subsequently  held  between  the  Commission, 
representatives  of  the  Town  of  Rockland  and  officials  of 
the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company.    The  fare  on  the 
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Bay  State  street  railway  for  passengers  boarding  a  car 
within  the  town  limits  of  Rockland  is  five  cents,  good  on 
all  iines  in  the  town.  The  regular  fare  from  the  center  of 
Rockland  to  any  part  of  Brockton,  or  vice  versa,  is  ten 
cents,  with  a  workingmen's  ticket,  good  during  certain 
hours  of  the  morning  and  evening,  for  seven  cents.  The 
petition  asks  for  an  extension  of  the  fare  limits  in  the 
town  of  Rockland  by  the  installation  of  a  transfer  whicK 
would  allow  passengers  boarding  a  car  in  any  part  of  Rock- 
land to  ride  to  Brockton,  or  vice  versa,  for  ten  cents. 

It  was  claimed  by  the  petitioners  that  many  people  re- 
side in  Rockland,  on  lines  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway, 
beyond  the  limit  of  the  ten-cent  fare;  that  many  of  these 
are  regularly  employed  in  Brockton  and  that  in  order  to 
get  the  benefit  of  the  present  seven-cent  workingmen's  tic 
ket  or  the  regular  ten-cent  fare  to  Brockton  they  are  com- 
pelled to  walk  some  distance  to  the  center,  or  to  pay  an 
additional  five-cent  fare. 

Without  attempting  in  this  case  to  go  into  a  careful  an' 
alysis  of  the  financial  or  other  conditions  of  the  company, 
the  Commission  from  its  general  knowledge  of  the  situation 
does  not  feel  warranted  in  ordering  the  extension  of  this 
fare  limit;  but  as  a  result  of  the  hearing  and  the  conference 
above  mentioned,  with  the  various  parties,  the  street  rail- 
way company  has  consented,  pending  a  proposed  applica- 
tion for  a  general  revision  of  fares,  to  extend  the  privileges 
of  the  present  seven-cent  workingmen's  ticket  between 
Rockland  and  Brockton  to  all  parts  of  Rockland.  .

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Increase  of  Fares: — The  Board  has  been  represented  by 
some  member  at  all  of  the  hearings  in  regard  to  the  pro* 
posed  increase  of  fares  on  the  Street  Railway,  as  there  are 
ninety-one  municipalities  interested  in  the  case,  it  appears 
to  us,  that  some  united  action  should  be  taken,  but  as  the 
cities  and  towns  had  no  money  for  this  purpose  it  seemed 
impossible  to  get  such  action.  The  Public  Service  Com- 
mission has  an  appropriation  at  their  disposal  to  pay  for  the 
investigation  of  the  company's  condition  so  that  they  may 
determine  if  the  increase  in  fares  is  necessary.  The  hear- 
ings will  be  resumed  about  the  first  of  February ;  the  Board 
will  be  represented  at  the  hearings  and  endeavor  to  guard 
the  interests  of  the  people  of  Rockland. 

We  have  endeavored  in  this  report  to  show  the  correct 
standing  of  each  department  by  publishing  what  bills  were 
outstanding,  that  we  knew  of,  Jan.  i,  and  the  amounts 
that  were  paid  of  the  previous  year  from  the  191 5  appro- 
priations. In  the  Highway  Department  bills  to  the  amount 
of  $1,299.11,  contracted  in  1914,  have  been  paid  this  year, 
this  includes  the  bill  $630  shown  as  unpaid  in  last  year's 
report;  $71,78  for  granolithic  work  done  in  191 2;  Forest 
Fires,  $105.20;  Police  Department,  $103.10;  Memorial 
Library,  $74.17;  Board  of  Health,  $65.80  and  a  few  small 
bills  in  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  Fire  Departments.  These 
bills  were  received  after  the  books  had  closed  last  year; 
some  of  them  in  January,  some  February,  March  and 
April;  some  even  later.  In  view  of  these  facts  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Selectmen  establish  for  all  departments,  for 
which  they  draw  orders,  a  system  of  duplicating  orders, 
for  work  or  merchandise,  one  of  which  should  be  handed 
into  the  Town  Office,  so  that  the  Selectmen  might  know 
each  month,  what  bills  are  outstanding. 

We  have  requested  all  the  differnt  town  departments  to 
take  an  itemized  inventory  of  all  tools,  materials,  etc-,  on 
hand  January  I,  1916,  and  these  will  be  found  printed  in 
connection  with  the  proper  departmental  report. 
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In  approving  bills  for  materials,  etc.,  we  have  provided 
rubber  stamps  for  each  departmental  head  for  whom  we 
draw  orders,  as  per  illustration  herewith,  which  seems  to 
work  out  very  well.

We  have  insisted  on  all  bills  and  payrolls  being  approved 
by  the  head  of  the  department  contracting  same,  and  the 
first  of  each  month  have  sent  a  statement  to  the  head  of 
each  town  department,  showing  just  the  balance  of  his  ap- 
propriation remaining  then  unspent. 

We  have  done  our  utmost  to  keep  all  expenditures  within 
the  appropriations;  but  owing  to  the  construction  of  the 
Stanton  street  drain,  and  the  repairs  to  the  Franklin  ave" 
nue  drain  (for  which  there  was  no  appropriation,)  the  pur- 
chase of  new  hose  for  the  Fire  Department,  which  the 
Rockland  Factory  fire  showed  was  absolutely  needed,  dam- 
age cases  against  the  town  which  we  have  settled,  and  the 
excess  appropriation  for  the  Poor  Department,  over  which 
we  have  no  control,  we  find  it  necessary  to  call  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  $1,750  to  take  care  of  the  overdrafts  of  191 5. 

In  each  of  the  above  cases,  the  Board  has  voted  that 
these  were  extraordinary  expenditures ;  and  while  we  regret 
very  much  that  this  appropriation  should  be  called  for,  it 
was  absolutely  impossible  to  avoid  it- 

We  also  append  a  few  comparative  statistics  compiled 
from  town  reports  of  previous  years,  which  we  think  should 
prove  interesting  and  instructive  as  regards  changes  in 
conditions  since  early  days  of  the  incorporation  of  the 
town.  We  have  also  analyzed  the  tax  rate,  and  endeavored 
to  show  just  what  proportion  of  every  dollar  of  the  town's 
taxes  are  spent  for  the  different  departments,  etc.

Overseers  of  the  Poor  Report 


The  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  191 5,  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted: 

The  business  depression  of  the  winter  of  1914  and  191 5, 
and  the  consequent  unusual  number  of  unemployed  caused 
many  additional  calls  to  be  made  on  the  Overseers  for  re- 
lief and  these  calls  continued  through  the  Spring  and  into 
the  Summer. 

We  have  aided : 
229  individuals  in  75  families  of  one  or  more  having  a  set- 
tlement in  Rockland 
71  individuals  in  24  families  of  one  or  more  having  a  set- 
tlement in  other  cities  or  towns 
22  individuals  in  4  families,  no  settlement,  aided  on  ac- 
count of  the  State 
11  individuals  in  2  families,  of  which  the  husband  has  no 
settlement  the  mother  and  children  having  a  set- 
tlement here 
2  individuals  unsettled  (aided  temporarily) 
32  individuals  in  7  families  having  a  settlement  in  Rock- 
land aided  under  Chapter  763,  Acts  of  19 13 
4  Individuals  in  one  family  having  a  settlement  elsewhere 
aided  under  Chapter  763. 


371  individuals,  an  increase  of  68  over  the  previous  year. 

SPRING  STREET  HOME 
The  management  at  the  Home,  during  the  past  year  has 
been  very  satisfactory  to  the  Overseers. 
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We  think  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated  in  having  the 
services  of  such  competent  persons  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wyatt 
in  the  position  of  Superintendent  and  Matron. 

Under  the  management  of  Mr.  Wyatt  the  farm  has  in- 
crased  in  value  and.,  by  the  production  of  milk  and  raising 
produce  he  has  tried,  not  only  to  reduce  the  living  expense, 
as  well  as  make  a  better  living  possible  for  the  inmates,  but 
he  has  endeavored  to  create  a  revenue  to  lessen  the  entire 
cost  of  maintenance. 

The  housekeeping  is  conducted  in  a  business  like  manner 
by  Mrs.  Wyatt,  the  house  is  always  neat  and  clean,  the  in- 
mates kindly  treated  and  well  cared  for. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  of  the  citizens  do  not  visit 
the  home  and  see  for  themselves  what  a  credit  the  place  is 
to  the  town. 

Mrs.  Elliot  F.  Denham  has  been  appointed,  by  the  State 
Board  of  Charity,  as  an  almshouse  visitor  and  she  joins 
with  the  Overseers  in  inviting  the  citizens  to  visit  the 
Home. 

The  Board  voted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  increase 
the  salary  of  the  superintendent  and  matron  from  $600  a 
year  to  $700  a  year,  dating  from  January  1,  191 5. 

Thirty-five  different  persons  have  been  cared  for  at  the 
Home  the  past  year;  29  males  and  6  females;  of  these  three 
were  temporarily  aided,  8  had  settlements  in  other  cities  or 
towns,  24  had  settlements  in  Rockland.

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largest  23;  this  is  the  number  at  present;  two  boarders,  six 
have  settlements  in  other  places  and  fifteen  are  settled  in 
Rockland. 

The  buildings,  to  keep  them  in  good  repair,  should  be 
painted  during  the  coming  season. 

The  Home  was  inspected  by  State  Inspector  of  Alms- 
houses Bard  well  on  Dec.  14,  191 5. 

Mr.  Bardwell  is  well  pleased  with  the  management  of  the 
Home;  he  recommends  that  the  Overseers  discard  the  beds 
now  in  use  and  that  more  comfortable  and  modern  beds  be 
purchased. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Overseers  recommend  that  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Bardwell  be  adopted  and  that  at  least  a  number  of  the  old 
beds  be  discarded  this  year;  that  the  buildings  be  painted 
this  year;  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,500  for  the  care  of  Poor  during  the  year  19 16,  as  with 
the  improved  conditions  of  business,  we  believe  this  sum 
will  care  for  the  Poor  and  enable  the  Overseers  to  have  the 
place  painted. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,800  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  care  of  ''Mothers  with  Dependent  Chil- 
dren".     (Chapt.  763  Acts  of  1913).

After  the  other  elected  officers  had  refused  to  be  candi- 
dates for  chief  of  police,  I  accepted  the  position  when  it 
was  offered  to  me  because  I  felt  that  one  of  the  men  chosen 
at  the  polls  should  assume  the  responsibility. 
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Departing  from  the  custom  of  previous  years,  I  told  each 
officer,  both  regular  and  special,  that  he  had  full  authority 
to  act  on  violations  of  the  law  without  first  being  obliged 
to  consult  the  chief,  and  that  due  credit  would  be  given  for 
individual  work.  In  the  division  of  police  duties,  no 
favoritism  has  been  shown  to  any  officer. 

Since  I  took  office  the  door  of  the  police  headquarters  has 
always  been  open,  and  instructions  have  been  left  there  stat- 
ing where  an  officer  could  be  found  night  or  day.  Citi- 
zens with  just  complaints  have  always  been  welcome,  and 
I  have  endeavored  to  see  that  all  police  work  required  was 
done  without  unnecessary  sensation,  in  a  way  to  give  no 
one  just  cause  for  dissatisfaction. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  pay  for  police  work  be  in- 
creased from  twenty-five  to  thirty  cents  per  hour;  since  it 
does  not  seem  unreasonable  to  me  to  feel  that  the  work  of 
the  members  of  the  police  department  should  be  worth  as 
much  to  the  town,  as  that  clone  by  employees  of  other  town 
departments. 

Although  there  were  1914  bills  amounting  to  $103.10 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  this  year,  as  itemized  else- 
where, with  every  19 15  bill  settled  there  is  a  balance  re- 
maining to  the  credit  of  this  department.

With  the  exception  of  whooping  cough  our  contagious 
disease  record  is  very  creditable  for  a  town  of  7,000  people. 

Only  20  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported  while 
there  must  have  been  at  least  several  hundred  cases.  Four 
years  ago  we  had  an  extensive  epidemic  of  this  disease  and 
practically  all  had  the  disease  who  attended  school  and  also 
many  younger  children  not  attending  school. 

The  present  epidemic  began  about  the  time  school  opened 
in  September  and  rapidly  extended  throughout  the  town. 
Few,  if  any,  attending  school  have  escaped  and  many  too 
young  to  attend  school  have  also  had  it. 

Parents  have  not  reported  the  disease  as  the  law  requires. 
In  many  cases  it  was  light  and  the  parents  were  in  doubt 
about  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  did  not  call  a  physician. 
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The  public  look  upon  it  as  a  light  disease  and  consequently 
it  spreads  rapidly  when  once  in  the  town.  The  disease 
lowers  the  child's  vitality  and  makes  it  subject  to  pneu- 
monia and  perhaps  is  the  forerunner  of  tuberculosis  in  some 
cases.  More  care  should  be  taken  in  the  future  than  in  the 
past.  We  have  given  the  same  advice  before  and  it  seems 
with  little  or  no  results. 

Piles  of  refuse  in  the  rear  of  buildings,  especially  in  the 
business  district,  have  given  the  board  trouble.  Owners  are 
not  willing  to  remove  the  same  unless  notified  several  times 
about  the  nuisance  and  in  several  weeks  it  is  about  as  bad  as 
ever.  There  should  be  some  systematic  method  employed 
in  regard  to  this  matter.  In  some  cases  there  has  been  an 
improvement  and  no  refuse  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate. 
Let  us  hope  that  all  will  see  the  necessity  of  being  rid  of 
piles  of  refuse  and  ashes. 

The  sewerage  disposal  question  is  always  with  us.  There 
is  little  need  for  us  to  say  much  as  the  public  now  see  the 
great  need  of  some  united  action  on  this  most  important 
question. 

We  trust  that  some  action  will  be  taken  at  the  next  town 
meeting  on  the  tenement  house  problem.  Jf  properly  met  it 
will  to  a  large  extent  determine  the  character  of  the  town 
a  few  years  hence.  The  town  with  cheap  buildings  attracts 
the  least  desirable  people,  many  of  whom  become  a  charge 
upon  the  town  for  contagious  disease,  police  work,  and  help 
from  the  poor  fund.  Perhaps  no  other  question  needs  our 
immediate  attention  more  than  this  and  it  will  cost  practi- 
cally nothing,  whereas  a  sewerage  system  will  tap  our 
pockets  rather  deeply. 

The  public  dump  on  Forest  street  has  been  used  more 
than  usual  and  we  wish  even  a  greater  use  for  it.

Report  of  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select  mm : 

Gentlemen : — We  herewith  respectful!}-  submit  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  1915. 

FORCE  OF  DEPARTMENT 

One  Chief  and  four  Assistant  Engineers. 

Two  Engineers  for  the  steamer. 

Two  Stokers  for  the  steamer. 

Twenty-nine  members  for  the  Hose  Companies. 

Fifteen  members  for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company. 

One  Chauffeur  and  One  Assistant  for  the  Auto  Truck. 

One  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  system. 

Total  number  of  men  in  department,  fifty-six. 

APPARATUS 

We  have  in  service  one  hose  wagon,  one  hook  and 
ladder,  one  steamer,  one  two-horse  pung  and  one  auto 
truck.  We  also  have  in  storage  :the  King  Philip  hand 
engine,  and  one  hose  wagon  which  we  keep  loaded  with 
hose  for  emergency.  We  have  4,000  feet  of  reliable  hose 
and  1,500  feet  unreliable. 

We  consider  the  apparatus  in  good  condition  having 
replaced  two  of  the  old  ladders  with  two  new  ones  of  mod- 
dern  type. 
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AUTO  FT  RE  TRUCK 

The  auto  has  responded  to  46  alarms  during  the  year 
an  increase  of  7  over  19 14. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  exclusive  of  the  drivers  vva? 
$79.58. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  calls  has  been  46, 
of  which  9  were  bell  alarms  and  37  still  alarms  and  tele- 
phone calls.  There  was  one  out  of  town  call  and  were 
obliged  to  call  upon  North  Abington  once  for  help. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  calls  during  the  year : 
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FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM. 

The  Universal  Fire  Alarm  Box  was  installed  in  the 
Central  Station  and  we  also  have  installed  two  new  tappers, 
one  at  the  driver's  residence  and  the  other  in  the  library 
cellar.  We  now  have  32  boxes,  2  outside  bells,  1  outside 
whistle,  20  tappers,  1  indicator,  96  storage  batteries,  1 
switchboard  and  one  Universal  Box. 

During  the  year  we  had  the  test  alarm  and  no  school 
signal  moved  to  the  Central  Station  so  as  to  have  them 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 
System  and  also  do  away  with  the  danger  of  having  them 
in  the  different  buildings  in  case  of  fire  which  might  put 
the  whole  fire  alarm  system  out  of  order. 

The  cost  of  this  department  was  $560.93  including  the 
salary  of  the  Superintendent  which  is  $350.00. 

REMARKS 

We  have  placed  the  Hose  Co.  No.  2  House  in  repair, 
having  shingled  and  painted  it  at  a  cost  of  $153.89. 

After  the  fire  of  June  28  and  testing  more  of  the 
hose  we  thought  it  advisable  to  purchase  an  extra  1000 
feet  of  hose  at  a  cost  of  $650  which  was  $500  over  the 
appropriation. 

The  committee  appointed  to  install  a  new  heater  in 
the  library  to  heat  the  Central  Station  have  done  so  and 
we  are  now  using  the  same.  Although  it.  is  doing  the 
work  we  find  that  there  are  numerous  leaks  and  that  it 
will  use  up  about  a  ton  of  coal  a  week. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year.  We 
also  recommend  that  $650  be  appropriated  for  new  hose, 
$600  for  the  use  of  horses  and  $365  for  the  fire  whistle.

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  forest 
warden  for  the  year  ending-  December  31,  1915. 

There  were  37  fires  during  the  year.  This  is  a  large 
number  as  compared  with  previous  years  and  is  owing 
chiefly  to  the  drought  during  the  spring.

Report  of  Local  Gypsy  Moth 
Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Last  year  the  town  voted  $800  for  the  purchase  of  a  spray 
pump,  but  the  state  gave  us  the  pump  and  all  the  equipment . 
and  8500  pounds  of  arsenic  of  lead,  on  condition  that  the 
town  should  spend  the  money  for  the  work  that  needed  to 
be  done. 

We  sprayed  nearly  all  the  trees  in  the  highway,  and  most 
of  those  adjacent,  also  most  of  the  small  groves  in  town. 
We  also  sprayed  a  large  tract  on  Pond  street  around  the 
summer  camps.  Some  of  the  campers  had  planned  not  to 
come  to  spend  the  summer,  but  after  spraying  they  con- 
cluded to  come.  We  used  about  four  tons  of  arsenic  of. 
lead. 

Last  year  we  made  a  campaign  against  the  tent  caterpil- 
lar by  cutting  down  the  wild  cherry  around  town.  This 
was  a  great  help. 

The  best  way  to  fight  the  gypsy  in  the  woods  is  to  cut 
down  the  gray  birch  and  oak,  as  the  gypsy  feeds  mostly  on 
these  and  in  time  would  change  the  character  of  the  growth. 

I  have  trimmed  a  strip  about  fifty  feet  wide  each  side  of 
Forest.  Hingham,  Pond  and  Pleasant  streets,  cutting  out 
the  gray  birch  and  most  of  the  white  oaks,  mowing  the 
bushes  and  burning  the  brush. 
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If  you  find  the  beetles  the  size  of  a  June  bug,  ir iri- 
descent on  the  back,  and  hard  shelled,  do  not  kill  them  as 
they  prey  upon  the  gypsies. 

The  fungus  diseases  is  doing  about  the  same  amount  of 
damage  among  the  brown  tails  as  last  year. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,200  for  the  ensuing 

year.

Report  of  Park  Committee 


Pursuant  to  instruction  contained  in  an  article  regularly 
passed  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  in  June,  [915,  the  fol- 
lowing brief  report  is  offered. 

An  auxiliary  committee  of  three,  acting  in  conjunction 
with  the  regularly  elected  Park  Commissioners,  have  con- 
ducted inquiries  looking  to  the  location  of  desirable  park 
sites.  Of  a  number  of  areas  under  observation,  the  one  the 
committee  appeared  least  inclined  to  eliminate  from  consid- 
eration was  the  land  of  the  C.  L.  Rice  estate  off  North  Un- 
ion street.  It  is  ample  in  acreage  and  has  many  points  of 
natural  attractiveness  which  commend  it  as  a  pleasure 
ground. 

The  committee  recommends  it  as  a  desirable  location  for 
for  park  purposes,  but  is  unable  to  recommend  its  purchase. 
Were  the  town  disposed  to  consider  its  purchase,  the  com- 
mittee believes  the  ownership  of  the  Handel  Poole  land 
which  adjoins  it  on  the  Union  street  front  would  be  re- 
quired. Lands  belonging  to  Daniel  Ryan  adjoin  it  on  the 
North  avenue  side. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  town  cause  to  be 
made,  a  joint  appraisal  of  the  value  of  lands  in  question. 
This  appraisal  should  be  made  by  representatives  of  the  in- 
terested— the  town  being  one  of  same — choosing  a  disinter- 
ested member ;  the  group  so  composed  to  render  to  the  town 
an  estimate  of  the  values  in  question  which  might  prove  to 
be  impartial. 
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The  committee  considers  it  unfeasible  to  advocate  the 
purchase  of  any  land  now  regarded  as  desirable,  on  the 
ground  that  the  cost  is  prohibitive.  We  fear  our  people  in 
their  desire  for  a  park  have  not  yet  risen  to  that  pitch  of  en- 
thusiasm required  for  an  acceptance  of  the  figures  requested 
by  holders  of  desirable  lands.  We  believe  that  any  agita- 
tion which  might  necessitate  a  request  for  expending  large 
public  funds  for  pleasure  purposes  would  be  merely  consum- 
ing the  time  of  the  town  to  no  purpose.  A  public  park  is 
undoubtedly  a  desirable  institution  in  any  progressive  com- 
munity, but  circumstances  prevalent  in  Rockland  at  present 
make  it  unwise  to  recommend  burdening  our  people  with 
large  outlays  of  money.

Report  of  Committee  to  Repair 
High  School 


At  the  annual  meeting  the  town  voted  to  repair  the  High 
school  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  that  purpose. 

The  town  also  voted  that  these  repairs  should  be  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  committee  who  had  charge  of  the 
building  of  the  school  That  committee  was  James  W. 
Spence,  Frank  A.  Sheldon,  Thomas  F.  Kelley.  C.  B.  Col- 
lins, Alfred  W.  Donovan,  D.  M.  O'Brien. 

The  main  trouble  was  due  to  the  sagging  of  the  two  upper 
floors  and  as  a  result  leaky  roofs.  These  floors  were  held 
in  place  by  a  large  roof  truss.  An  examination  showed 
that  the  wooden  truss  had  shrunk,  the  bolts  and  rods  sup- 
porting had  become  loose  and  as  a  result  the  sagging.  After 
a  most  careful  consideration  the  committee  decided  to  put 
in  place  a  steel  girder  and  change  the  support  of  the  two  up- 
per floors  from  the  roof  truss  to  the  steel  one  which  gave 
support  by  means  of  proper  angle  irons  from  the  foundation 
of  the  building.  These  angle  irons  rest  upon  a  foundation 
of  cement  four  foot  square  and  built  into  the  ground  five 
feet  deep. 

It  was  also  found  that  as  the  plastic  slate  roof  was  some- 
what damaged  it  was  good  economy  to  put  on  new  gravel 
roofs.    The  hall  was  retinted.

Report  of  Committee  on  Remodelling 
of  the  Lockup  and  Heating  of 
the  Fire  Station 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  19 14  a  committee 
of  five  was  chosen  tc  look  into  the  needs  of  the  town  as  re- 
gards the  building  of  a  new  fire  station,  and  a  new  police; 
station.  The  town  elected  as  that  committee,  H.  G.  Perry, 
J.  W.  Spence,  J.  S.  Smith,  T.  J.  Murrill  and  D.  M.  O'Brien. 

Among  the  recommendations  of  this  committee  read  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  was  that  of  placing  a  new  heating 
plant  in  the  present  fire  station,  and  the  remodelling  of  the 
lockup  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements.  The  town  voted  to 
place  a  new  heating  plant  in  the  fire  station  and  to  remodel 
the  lockup  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements.  The  appropria- 
tion for  the  heating  plant  was  four  hundred  ($400)  dollars 
and  for  the  lockup  was  eight  hundred  and  fifty  ($850) 
dollars.  This  same  committee  was  authorized  to  do  the 
work.  Herbert  G.  Perry  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
and  D.  M.  O'Brien  secretary. 

It  was  deemed  best  by  the  committee  to  place  the  heating 
plant  for  the  fire  station  in  the  basement  of  the  library  as  it 
ought  to  be  outside  the  engine  house  and  there  was  very 
little  room  to  place  it  on  the  station  house  land.  On  the 
other  hand  the  basement  of  the  library  was  an  excellent  place 
to  place  it  at  a  very  small  cost.  There  was  a  chimney  al- 
ready built,  and  the  distance  between  the  two  buildings  was 
a  little  over  30  feet.    The   library    trustees  were  asked  to 
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consent  to  this,  and  as  some  of  them  had  objections,  and  as 
a  special  town  meeting  was  to  be  called,  the  committee 
waited  and  had  an  article  inserted  in  the  warrant  asking  for 
this  authority.    The  town  voted  to  do  this. 

Bids  for  doing  the  wrork  were  asked  and  Hall  &  Torrey 
was  the  lowest.  Their  bid  was  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  ($425)  dollars.  Two  ($2)  dollars  was  paid  to  Cough- 
Ian  Brothers  for  advice.

REMODELLING  OF  THE  LOCKUP. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  committee  was  that  of 
remodelling  of  the  lockup.  The  representative  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  time  and  time  again  insisted  that  our  lock- 
up conditions  were  against  all  health  rules  and  said  that  we 
must  make  the  necessary  changes  to  make  the  lockup  con- 
form to  proper  up-to-date  ventilation  and  sanitary  stand- 
ards. 

It  was  found  that  the  floors  where  the  cells  were  could 
not  be  used  and  that  in  fact  all  floors  were  not  fit  to  place 
the  steel  cages  on.  It  was  therefore  necessary  to  build  a 
new  concrete  floor.  The  whole  plant  was  rewired.  The 
ceiling  was  replastered  entirely  and  where  the  cells  were 
the  dampness  had  pealed  the  paint  off  the  walls.  It  was; 
necessary  to  give  all  the  walls  two  coats  of    paint.  The 
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heater  had  to  be  placed  outside  the  main  building  and  police 
office  also.  The  committee  found  that  the  school  commit- 
tee were  about  to  sell  the  outbuildings  that  had  been  used 
at  the  School  Street  school.  We  asked  for  the  largest  but 
as  the  school  committee  had  advertised  it  for  public  bids, 
they  decided  to  give  it  to  us  at  the  highest  bid.  The  bid 
was  $30.  Later  on  we  found  that  we  did  not  have  money 
enough  and  so  nothing  was  paid.  The  heater  used  was  the 
one  removed  from  the  fire  station.  The  work  of  remodel- 
ling was  slow  as  we  had  to  wait  a  long  time  for  the  cells, 
and  when  they  came  the  workmen  were  busy  and  we  had  to 
wait  for  them. 

The  police  office  is  well  adapted  for  our  needs  for  many 
years.  Besides  having  an  office,  a  small  room  was  petition- 
ed off  which  can  be  used,  when  properly  equipped,  as  an  em- 
ergency room  where  persons  injured  in  accidents  can  be 
taken  for  treatment. 

As  completed  the  town  now  has  a  clean  cell  room  with 
five  steel  cages,  town  water  for  use,  a  toilet  for  the  prison- 
ers with  sanitary  plumbing,  a  police  room  with  wash  bowl 
and  toilet  for  the  officers  and  the  emergency  room.  There 
is  also  a  store  room  for  the  wood  and  coal.  All  is  heated 
by  a  steam  plant  located  between  the  buildings.  Careful  at- 
tention ought  to  be  paid  to  keeping  it  absolutely  clean. 

The  committee  exceeded  the  appropriation  as  conditions 
appeared  that  could  not  be  foreseen.  They  feel  that  the 
town  has  got,  at  a  low  cost,  police  accommodations  that  will 
answer  for  a  long  time  and  besides  save  $120  yearly  rental,

Report  of  Highway  Surveyor 


The  use  of  road  oil  during  the  past  season  seems  to  have 
given  great  satisfaction  to  the  residents.  We  have  tried  a 
number  of  different  kinds,  to  determine,  if  possible  which 
is  the  cheapest  and  best  for  the  town  to  use. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  application  of  the  oils  be  made 
this  year  a  little  later  in  the  season. 

I  would  recommend  that  no  new  concrete  work  be  laid 
this  }^ear,  but  that  the  entire  appropriation  be  expended  in 
repairing  the  old  concrete. 

As  the  stone  crusher  has  been  in  use  for  twelve  years, 
and  experts  consider  the  life  of  a  crusher,  to  obtain  good 
results,  to  be  about  three  years  it  may  be  necessary  to  pur- 
chase a  new  Crusher. 

The  expense  for  repairs  to  the  crusher  this  year  has  been 
about  $900  and  repairs  to  the  road  roller  $123. 

Many  of  the  road  fences  have  been  repaired  and  some 
new  ones  built  during  the  year. 

As  we  now  have  a  good  many  feet  of  macadam  road  to 
care  for  I  recommend  that  a  separate  appropriation  be  made 
for  the  purchase  of  road  oils,  and  that  the  town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4000  for  the  repairs  of  highways. 

The  equipment  of  the  road  department  consists  of  1  stone 
crusher,  1  steam  roller,  1  sprinkler,  1  oil  wagon,  3  road 
scrapers,  1  brush,  2  tar  kettles,  8  stone  forks,  3  sledge  ham- 
mers, 3  crow  bars,  wrenches,  hammers,  etc.,  8  screens,  '2  J 
doz.  steel  road  brooms,  1  heater  roller,  1  stone  roller,  1 
wheel  barrow,  1  scale,  2  road  plows,  and  23  snow  plows.

Report  of  Committee  on  Macadam 
Pavement  of  Streets 


Tne  committee  met  soon  after  the  town  meeting  and  or- 
ganized with  Herbert  G.  Perry  as  chairman  and  James  A, 
Cody  as  clerk. 

We  considered  all  the  articles  in  the  warrant  thai  were 
referred  to  the  committee. 

It  was  decided  to  complete  the  building  of  Union  Street 
to  the  Weymouth  town  line  and  Webster  Street  to  the  Han- 
over town  line.  In  considering  the  building  of  Union 
Street  we  took  up  article  57  of  the  warrant  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  committee.  The  chairman  and  clerk  were  se- 
lected to  consult  with  the  Highway  Commission  and  ask 
for  an  allottment  ander  the  "  Small  Town  Act"  to  help  in 
the  building  of  said  street,  after  two  visits  to  the  office  of 
the  Commission  we  were  successful  in  securing  an  allot- 
ment of  $2,000  instead  of  $1,000. 

A  proper  contract  was  drawn  and  signed  by  the  select- 
men, the  contract  called  for  the  rebuilding  of  part  of  the 
Macadam  already  laid  and  the  repairing  and  use  of  a  road 
biner  the  entire  length  of  Union  street  from  North  avenue 
to  the  Weymouth  line,  the  work  was  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Highway  Surveyor  and  it  has  been  approved 
by  the  Highway  Commission,  the  Town  Treasurer  has  re- 
ceived a  check  for  the  allotted  mount. 

Before  work  began  under  the  contract  with  the  Highway 
Commission  that  part  of  the  work  that  called  for  a  patching 
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and  re-oiling  had  been  completed  and  the  cost  charged  to 
the  highway  department. 

In  view  of  this  fact  and  that  the  Surveyor  had  already 
spent  upwards  of  $3,000  for  road  oils  your  committee 
agreed  to  limit  their  expenditures  to  approximately  $14,000 
in  order  that  the  overdraft  in  the  highway  department 
might  be  offset  by  a  balance  in  the  amount  entrusted  to  this 
committee. 

Specifications  for  all  of  the  Macadam  work  were  sub- 
mitted to,  and  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Commission. 

With  the  exception  of  Bigelow  A  venue  the  committee 
were  unanimous  in  the  selection  of  the  streets  that  should 
be  macadamized. 

A  full  detailed  statement  of  the  expense  of  building  each 
parcel  of  road  will  be  found  under  the  report  of  the  High 
way  Department.

The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  thirti- 
eth annual  report. 


There  has  been  installed  a  six-inch  relief  valve  on  the 
force  main  in  front  of  the  pumping  station,  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  relief  to  force  main,  in  case  of  direct  pumping 
caused  by  suddenly  shutting  off  hydrants;  also,  should  the 
electric  hydraulic  valves  at  the  stand-pipes  accidentally  close 
while  the  pump  is  in  operation. 

We  recommend  in  the  near  future  the  installation  of 
three  additional  four-inch  relief  valves,  one  each  in  Abing- 
ton,  North  Abington  and  Rockland.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  the  annual  report  of 
the  school  committee. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  lost  several  teachers  on  account 
of  larger  salaries  elsewhere. 

On  account  of  the  meager  salaries  paid  in  our  High 
School  we  have  been  obliged  to  employ  people  with  no  ex- 
perience in  teaching. 

While  a  person  may  have  all  the  essential  knowledge,  it 
does  not  follow  that  he  will  make  a  successful  teacher,  and 
quite  the  contrary  is  often  the  case. 

We  always  intend  to  hire  the  best  and  most  experienced 
teachers  we  can  get;  for  we  fully  realize  that  the  schools 
are  for  the  children  and  that  the  best  teachers  are  none  too 
good  for  them.  All  things  being  equal,  we  give  the  pref- 
erence to  Rockland  teachers. 

We  have  asked  for  an  increase  of  about  $500  in  the  ap- 
propriation that  we  may  increase  the  pay  of  the  high 
school  teachers  next  September. 

We  have  been  asked  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  grade 
teachers  and  we  are  in  favor  of  giving  them  an  increase. 

The  Household  Arts  Department  is  becoming  so  popular 
that  ere  long  we  shall  need  a  teacher  for  sewing  as  well  as 
for  cooking 

"Play  is  fundamental  for  a  race . " 

The  health  of  children  is  being  cared  for  as  never  before 
and  if  we  are  now  to  keep  up  with  progressive  towns  we 
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must  have  playgrounds  and  teachers  who  know  how  to 
supervise  the  play  of  the  boys  and  girls,  especially  the  girls. 

This  means  the  production  of  a  vigorous  healthy  body, 
which  in  turn  means  a  better  manhood  and  womanhood. 

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  coming  year  we  recommend 
the  following  appropriations :

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee: 

Rockland,  Mass. 

Herewith  follows  for  your  consideration  my  third  annual 
report  on  the  schools  of  Rockland. 

The  changes  in  the  teaching  force  have  been  several  and 
as  indicated  below. 

Of  those  who  left  us,  two  retired,  one  married,  and  two 
went  to  better  places. 

Practically  all  of  these  changes  were  made  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  the  logical  time  for  such  changes  to  be 
made.

PHYSICAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

In  the  way  of  physical  improvements  there  have  been  a 
number  of  changes. 

The  old  toilet  buildings  at  School  Street  were  sold.  To 
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displace  them  a  new  addition  was  made  to  the  main  build- 
ing and  equipped  with  modern  flush  closets.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  important  improvements  made  in  years. 

A  basement  was  constructed  under  the  Market  Street 
building  and  in  it  was  placed  the  furnace  from  the  primary 
room,  thus  relieving  the  small  children  from  the  direct  heat, 
and  giving  them  more  space.  * 

The  Plain  Street  building  remains  with  the  furnace  in  the 
primary  room.  I  hesitate  recommending  its  change  now  for 
I  feel  that  the  town  is  about  ready  to  take  some  radical  ac- 
tion toward  a  new  building.  For  nearly  twenty  years  they 
have  been  needing  a  new  building  and  for  almost  as  many 
years  the  school  officials  have  been  saying  that  they  ought 
to  have  it.  This  was  an  old  building  when  moved  to  the 
Plain  Street  lot.  At  the  time  the  people  were  glad  to 
get  it,  and  have  since  gone  on  year  after  year  making  the 
best  of  it,  until  to-day  its  usefulness  has  practically  departed- 
If  a  new  building  is  erected  it  should  be  placed  on  a  larger 
lot. 

Among  other  things  the  Summit  Street  building  received 
a  coat  of  paint,  the  interiors  of  the  Plain  Street  building  and 
the  School  Street  yC  were  tinted. 

New  roofs  were  put  on  the  Market  Street  piazza  and  on 
a  part  of  the  School  Street  building. 

EDUCATIONAL  ADVANCES 
Military  movements  in  Europe  to-day  are  demonstrating 
that  it  is  not  advisable  to  try  to  advance  on  all  fronts  at  one 
and  the  same  time,  but  that  the  most  effective  results  are 
obtained  by  holding  what  has  been  gained  on  all  fronts  and 
by  uniting  all  of  the  reserves  for  a  drive  in  some  particular 
direction. 

Last  year  we  emphasized  the  fundamentals  in  arithmetic 
and  worked  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  a"  definite  course  of 
study  for  the  grammar  grades.     We  also  followed  up  the 
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spelling  and  penmanship  work  specialized  the  year  before. 
This  year  we  are  giving  more  emphasis  to  reasoning  in 
arithmetic,  and  to  the  technical  side  of  English.  Already 
we  have  worked  out  a  definite  course  of  study  for  this  side 
of  English  and  a  suggestive  course  for  the  artistic  or  expres- 
sive side. 

The  great  need  in  the  schools  of  to-day  is  greater  op- 
portunity for  originality  of  thought.  The  pupil's  ability 
to  do  the  work  of  the  next  grade  does  not  depend  as  much 
upon  whether  he  has  had  this  text  book  material  or  that,  as 
upon  what  are  his  habits  of  study  and  how  well  does  he 
reason  on  material  at  hand.  Those  concerned  with  courses 
of  study  and  with  the  promotion  of  pupils  are  realizing  that 
this  is  a  thing  that  must  always  be  considered. 

SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS 

The  special  departments  have  been  so  modest  in  their 
statements  of  what  they  are  doing,  that  they  should  have 
some  comment. 

If  the  large  cabinet  made  by  the  Manual  Training  boys  for 
their  individual  working  materials  had  been  made  by  a  regu- 
lar carpenter  it  would  have  cost  not  less  than  seventy-five 
dollars.  Their  training  has  been  made  practical  in  many 
ways.  Mr.  A.  W.  Perry  very  kindly  loaned  to  the  schools 
for  an  indefinite  time  a  number  of  large  tables.  Some  of 
these  the  boys  repaired,  sand-papered,  and  varnished.  They 
have  made  some  small  articles  needed  by  the  high  school 
principal.  They  have  repaired  chairs,  stands,  map  racks, 
etc.  They  are  now  working  out  plans  for  fly-traps  and  for 
emergency  sets  for  each  school.  This  in  no  way  interferes 
with  the  regular  course  in  manual  training,  for  frequently 
this  extra  work  is  given  as  a  reward  to  the  pupils  who  do 
the  best  work  in  the  regular  lesson.  At  the  close  of  school 
an  exhibit  of  the  manual  work  of  all  grades  was  held  at  the 
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Lincoln  building-.  All  who  saw  it  spoke  very  compliment- 
ary of  the  work  that  was  being  done. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Haines,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir : 

I  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  supervisor  of  draw- 
ing and  manual  training. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  my  drawing  outline  since 
my  last  report.  * 

The  manual  training  which  begins  in  the  first  grade,  con- 
tinues through  the  ninth  grade.  In  the  seventh,  eighth,  and 
ninth  grades  bench  work  was  introduced  last  December. 
The  eighth  and  ninth  grades  devote  two1  hours  each  week 
to  it  and  the  seventh,  one  and  a  half  hours  every  other 
week. 

Small  useful  objects  are  made  to  teach  the  use  of  all  tools 
used  in  woodworking. 

This  year  small  pieces  of  furniture  will  be  constructed  to 
review  and  teach  new  ways  of  using  tools,  and  to  train  the 
hands  for  the  most  accurate  and  finished  work.  The  hand 
training  received  in  these  classes  not  only  develops  more  ef- 
ficient hand  work,  but  brings  strength  to  the  body  and  mind 
through  their  reaction. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent  for  his  helpful  advice 
and  the  teachers  for  their  earnest  efficient  work  with  the 
pupils.

One  of  the  first  influences  that  helped  man  to  rise  from 
the  depths  was  music,  his  attempts  to  sing.  Then  blessed  is 
that  people  taught  to  sing  aright,  In  their  singing  they  arc

Music  means  much  to  a  nation's  peace,  happiness  and  pros- 
perity. 

While  visiting  the  schools  note  their  ability  to  read  music 
and  the  quality  of  tone  they  use.  The  teachers  are  using 
their  victrolas  also  to  help  children  understand  fully  what 
is  meant  by  round,  full,  mellow  voices. 

The  orchestra  is  growing  and  improving.  Its  present 
membership  is :  Emma  Hofermalz,  piano ;  Joseph  Poole  vio- 
lin; Gertrude  Rudkin,  cornet;  Paul  Burke,  violin;  Clifford 
Packard,  cello;  Mildred  Burgess,  violin. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Haines,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

The  work  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  has  been 
according  to  the  outline  used  last  year,  our  special  aim  be- 
ing to  develop  higher  efficiency  in  the  work  already 
planned. 

In  almost  every  case  teachers  have  shown  themselves  very 
willing  and  able,  by  the  way  in  which  the  lessons  for  each 
week  have  been  carried  out.  Throughout  the  schools  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  reading  of  music. 
Tone  quality  in  the  upper  grades  has  also  been  much  im- 
proved. 

In  High  school  10  far  the  music  has  been  confined  to  cho- 
rus work.  For  pupils  preparing  for  Normal  school,  I 
would  recommend  a  special  class  in  which  would  be  given  a 
thorough  review  of  the  technical  points  of  music,  such  as 
time,  scales  of  all  kinds,  sight  reading,  exercise  writing,  etc. 
To  be  well  grounded  in  these  particulars  means  more  satis- 
factory results  from  a  Normal  school  course,  as  well  as  bet- 
ter work  when  teaching. 

AGNES  E.  BOLAND,

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The  Domestic  Science  Department  has  had  many  visitors 
during  the  past  year.  I  think  they  will  all  agree  that  the 
good  work  of  this  department  could  hardly  be  overstated. 

What  we  need  is  more  domestic  science.  We  should 
have  someone  to  take  the  sewing  in  the  grades  and  allow 
the  present  teacher  all  of  her  time  for  cooking.  This  would 
give  the  grammar  school  girls  an  opportunity  to  get  some 
domestic  science  in  the  afternoons  while  the  boys  are  at 
manual  training.  This,  I  feel,  is  one  of  the  most  important 
things  next  needed  to  be  done. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Haines,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

The  course  in  cookery  is  being  carried  on  with  but  little 
change  from  last  year.  One  very  important  change  has 
been  made,  however,  which  helps  to  make  the  work  of  more 
value  to  the  pupils.  One  of  last  year's  graduates  helps  to 
prepare  the  lunches  each  day.  This  relieves  the  class  of 
much  of  the  routine  work,  which  after  a  time  ceases  to  be 
educational.  If  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  High 
school  increases  as  rapidly  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  last 
few  years,  in  a  very  short  time  more  paid  helpers  will  be 
necessary  to  prepare  the  lunches.

In  sewing  the  girls  of  the  ninth  grade  are  making  gradu- 
ation dresses,  which  are  to  cost  one  dollar  ($1.00)  each  or 
under.  Several  of  the  girls  who  have  taken  little  or  no  in- 
terest in  the  sewing  before,  are  doing  fine  work.  The  ma- 
chine purchased  last  year  is  of  great  assistance,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  add 
one  or  two  more  to  the  equipment.  When  the  pupils  reach 
the  seventh  grade,  and  begin  the  sewing  lessons,  they  show 
great  interest  in  this  work.  At  present  a  lesson  can  be  given 
only  every  other  week.  With  the  help  of  an  assistant,  a 
lesson  each  week  could  be  given. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  teachers  for  their  contin- 
ued co-operation  and  help.

FORTY- SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 


THE  DENTAL  SURVEY 

The  dentists  of  the  town  are  willing  to  give  their  time 
again  this  year  for  another  survey  of  the  teeth  of  the  school 
children.  They  are  very  kind  and  generous  to  do  this.  It 
is  truly  professional  for  men  to  be  so  interested  in  the 
health  and  happiness  of  their  community  that  they  will  sac- 
rifice cheerfully  to  prevent  conditions  which  if  neglected, 
would  later  bring  them  a  lucrative  return. 

How  important  this  matter  of  oral  hygiene  is  few  people 
realize.  If  we  could  see  before  us  all  the  children  suffering 
from  the  numerous  ailments  which  start  from  bad  mouth 
conditions,  all  those  with  bad  tempers  and  ugly  tempera- 
ments irritated  and  exposed  because  of  physical  conditions 
traceable  to  poor  mastication  of  food,  all  those  with  deform- 
ities caused  by  irregular  teeth,  all  those  with  brains  and 
bodies  poisoned  by  toxins  developed  in  the  cavities  of  de- 
caying teeth,  then  I  am  certain  we  would  realize  its  impor- 
tance. 

The  schools  are  trying  to  follow  up  the  work  of  the  den- 
tists by  constant  teaching  on  the  subject  and  by  procuring 
for  pupils  brushes  and  paste  at  a  very  low  cost.  That  there 
is  still  some  rpom  for  improvement  is  shown  by  372  answers 
to  the  question,  ''Do  you  use  a  toothbrush ?"  65  said  "No" 
and  307  said  "Yes".  To  the  question,  "Does  any  one  else 
use  your  toothbrush?",  17  said  "yes",  and  345  said  "no". 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Another  case  of  altruism  is  that  of  one  of  our  school  phy- 
sicians, who  for  years  gave  his  services  to  the  town  with- 
out a  cent  of  compensation. 

\  Preparatory  to  the  annual  inspection  in  November  about 
400  pupils  of  the  upper  grades  gave  answers  to  some  health 
questions  to  the  effect : 
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That  52%  are  in  the  habit  of  going-  to  school  with  wet 
feet,  on  rainy  days. 

That  77%  have  exercise  in  the  form  of  regular  chores 
and  errands  at  home. 

That  72%  try  to  study  at  home. 

That  94%  do  not  go  to  school  without,  breakfast. 

That  29%  drink  tea  more  or  less  regularly. 

That  26%  drink  coffee  more  or  less  regularly. 

That  24%  go  to  bed  at  9  P.  M.  or  after. 

That  27%  get  up  at  6  A.  M.  or  before. 

That  220  pupils  spend  $665  on  picture  shows.     (See  eye 
tests  for  upper  grade  pupils  on  page  35.) 
(Several  go  almost  every  night). 

That  18%  frequently  have  headaches. 

Moving  pictures  of  the  right  kind  are  a  splendid  thing, 
but  for  a  boy  to  go  every  night  will  certainly  have  its  ef- 
fect on  his  eyes,  if  not  on  his  head. 

In  many  cases  where  children  are  affected  with  extreme 
nervousness  I  have  found  that  they  drink  tea  and  coffee. 

In  many  cases  where  children  are  so  irritable  and  unruly 
that  they  have  to  be  punished,  I  found  that  they  are  drink- 
ers of  tea  and  coffee. 

While  these  beverages  may  benefit  the  adult  who  works, 
I  question  very  much  whether  a  child  in  his  tender  growing 
years  either  needs  or  receives  any  benefit  from  them.  Ask 
your  family  physician. 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  School  Physicians : 

The  health  of  the  school  children  was  ususually  good  un- 
til the  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  in  September.  This 
interfered  with  school  work  and  kept  many  children  at 
home. 

Children  with  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  some  forty  in 
number,  a  decrease  of  ten  from  last  year. 
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A  considerable  number  of  the  pupils  need  more  attention 
to  their  teeth  and  we  earnestly  advise  parents  to  attend  to 
this  matter.

SCHOOL  SAVINGS  BANK 

This  special  training  in  thrift  introduced  last  year,  is 
showing  its  results  in  the  facts  mentioned  by  the  collector 
on  her  report. 

Our  High  school  pupils  also  are  showing  that  they  real- 
ize and  appreciate  the  dignity  of  labor.  Last  year  an  in- 
vestigation showed  that  they  were  earning  annually  about 
$5,000.  This  year  a  similar  investigation  showed  that  they 
are  earning  at  the  rate  of  about  $6,000  annually,  and  that 
56%  have  bank  accounts. 

By  closing  school  on  December  21,  there  were  156  pupils 
in  town  who  were  able  to  earn  money  which  they  would  not 
have  earned  had  school  kept  until  the  day  before  Christmas. 

All  of  this  shows  that  our  boys  and  girls  are  learning  how 
to  make  money  and  that  some  are  learning  to  save  it. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Haines,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

As  Collector  of  the  School  Savings,  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report- 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Civics  Committee  of  the  Rock- 
land Woman's  Club,  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Savings 
Bank  officials  and  the  Teachers  of  the  town,-  this  system 
was  introduced  into  some  of  the  schools  last  year,  and  has 
been'extended  to  all  the  grades  this  year. 
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The  results  have  been  most  gratifying,  and  is  shown  as 
well  by  the  lively  interest  of  the  children  in  making  their 
deposits  as  by  the  total  amount  deposited. 

Weekly  collections  of  a  penny  or  more  last  year, 
amounted  to  $724.07.  Of  this  amount  $573  were  trans- 
ferred to  bank  books — new  accounts  being  opened  or  old 
ones  added  to. 

Since  October  of  this  school  year,  $812.72  have  been  de- 
posited and  $851  transferred. 

There  have  been  a  very  few  withdrawals.

ASSOCIATED  EDUCATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

Teachers  have  obligations  to  the  community  besides  those 
connected  with  their  regular  school  work.  They  accom- 
plish some  of  these  by  working  individually,  and  some  they 
accomplish  only  by  working  together.  The  Teachers'  As- 
sociation has  maintained  a  very  desirable  friendliness  and 
good  will  among  the  teaching  force  and  has  endeavored  to 
promote  the  educational  interests  of  the  general  public. 

Following  is  a  brief  of  the  work  of  the  association : 

Mr.  T.  M.  Haines,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir ; 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Rockland  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation in  October,  TQ09,  it  has  lost  by  death  two  of  its 
most  valued  members,  Mrs.  Margaret  Donovan,  and  Miss 
Alice  French,  whose  places  in  the  affection  and  esteem  of 
their  co-workers  can  never  be  filled.  Many  other  changes 
have  occurred  from  time  to  time  as  members  have  retired  or 
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gone  forth  to  other  fields  of  service,  until  at  the  present 
time  the  Association  consists  of  forty  members  actively  en- 
gaged in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  our  schools. 

For  some  time  it  has  been  the  work  of  the  association  to 
provide  an  annual  entertainment  furnished  by  the  pupils  of 
the  schools.  The  income  from  these  entertainments  has 
been  returned  to  the  community  through  various  channels. 
The  teachers  have  always  encouraged  the  Home  Garden 
idea  by  contributing  annually  a  sum  of  money  for  this  work. 
The  association  has  presented  to  the  public  at  different 
times  some  of  the  best  speakers  obtainable.  The  last  one 
was  Dr.  Lincoln  L.  Wirt,  on  ''The  Conquest  of  the  Arctic'.'. 
He  is  engaged  to  come  again  on  May  17,  19 16,  to  give  his 
famous  lecture,  "Under  the  Southern  Cross".  Besides  the 
charitable  work  done  by  individual  teachers,  the  association 
has  at  various  times  voted  money  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  clothing  needed  by  school  children.  At  other 
times  it  has  voted  money  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  the 
High  school  piano  and  for  a  picture  machine  for  the  As- 
sembly Hall.  It  has  been  pleased  to  respond  generously  to 
the  appeals 'from  several  stricken  regions  in  times  past.  It 
has  added  many  books  to  the  Teachers'  Professional  Libr- 
ary and  supplemented  these  with  subscriptions  to  several 
educational  magazines.  For  the  past  two  years  the  ssocia- 
tion  has  maintained  a  children's  summer  playground,  pro- 
viding the  apparatus,  the  janitor  service,  and  the  supervi- 
sor.. Miss  Josephine  Shanahan,  as  supervisor,  very  ably 
conducted  the  work.  While  begun  in  a  small  way  the  play- 
ground movement  should  become  a  permanent  part  of  the 
school  system. 

I  include  here  the  report  of  Miss  Shanahan  on  the  work 
of  this  last  summer  : 

The  second  season  of  the  playground  has  closed,  but  not 
without  its  rewards.  The  attendance  was  not  only  larger 
and  more  regular  but  the  interest  and  appreciation  by  the 
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general  public  of  the  work  it  is  trying  to  do,  has  been  grat- 
ifying indeed.  Well  might  it  be  so,  considering  how  much 
effort  and  anxiety  has  been  put  into  the  work  by  those  re- 
sponsible for  it,  those  who  have  seen  it  as  one  of  Rockland's 
crying  needs,  and  who  have  hoped  by  this  method  to  em- 
phasize before  the  public  the  great  principle  underlying  the 
form  that  this  has  taken. 

As  supervisor  of  the  playground  at  the  Lincoln  School, 
conducted  as  a  sort  of  demonstration  of  what  could  be  done 
at  a  very  little  cost,  and  of  what  ought  to  be  done  at  almost 
any  cost;  I  have  felt  very  much  the  responsibility.  At 
first  I  tried  to  lay  out  a  definite  plan  for  each  day  and  to 
follow  it  closely,  but  after  a  few  days  I  found  that,  although 
the  regularity  of  attendance  was  improving,  yet  because  of 
the  circus  or  unusual  conditions  of  weather,  on  many  days 
the  plan  had  to  be  materially  changed  or  abandoned  al- 
together. 

On  a  playground  with  little  apparatus  and  the  very  small 
children  averaging  about  sixty  in  number  each  day.  I  had 
to  draft  some  children  from  the  older  groups,  to  act  after 
a  little  showing,  as  assistants  and  helpers  with  the  younger 
ones. 

Three  groupings  were  made  on  the  basis  of  age  and 
school  grade.  This  was  very  necessary  for  many  games  en- 
joyed by  the  smaller  children  were  abhorred  by  the  older 
*  ones  and  vice  versa.  The  first  group  was  for  children  in 
grades  one,  two,  and  three,  the  second  group  for  grades 
four,  five,  and  six,  and  the  third  group  for  grades  seven 
and  eight.  Each  group  had  sub-groups  so  that  all  the  child- 
ren could  take  part  in  the  game.  This  was  the  plan,  but  not 
so  rigidly  enforced  as  to  deprive  any  child  of  a  certain  de- 
sirable freedom  in  play.  In  fact  quite  frequently  groups 
were  lost  sight  of  when  some  general  game  was  started  in 
which  all  were  interested  and  in  which  many  could  partici- 
pate. 
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It  was  often  rather  difficult  to  teach  a  very  new  game  or 
folk  dance,  for  of  the  twenty  who  have  partly  learned  it  to- 
day five  or  six  may  not  be  present  tomorrow,  but  five  or 
six  new  ones  may  join  the  group  and  the  work  of  yester- 
day must  be  repeated.  Of  course  such  a  problem  is  not  so 
noticeable  in  the  public  schools  where  attendance  is  compul- 
sory. 

Another  problem  that  I  found  was,  that  there  is  a  certain 
number  of  children  who  have  to  be  educated  to  the  value  of 
play,  but  who  certainly  learn  it  after  a  while.  Apparently 
they  had  not  been  used  to  playing  with  other  children  very 
much,  for  at  first  they  seemed  to  think  that  they  should  al- 
ways have  their  own  way.  The  result  was  that  they  could 
not  do  so  and  soon  found  themselves  out  of  the  game.  But 
impelled  by  the  desire  for  the  happiness  and  fun  they  saw 
the  others  enjoying,  again  and  again  they  entered  the  games 
until  finally  they  had  learned  the  great  secret  of  graceful 
yielding  to  majority  rule. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  playground  to  make  it 
what  it  ought  to  be,  is  more  apparatus.  Then  the  supervi- 
sor could  more  nearly  give  her  undivided  attention  to  any 
particular  group  that  may  be  learning  a  new  game.  Two 
or  three  teeter  boards,  some  more  swings,  another  slide,  in 
fact  almost  any  apparatus  would  be  in  constant  use. 

Folk  dancing  is  very  attractive,  important,  and  desirable 
on  a  playground,  but  with  so  many  things  to  attend  to,  it 
was  impossible  to>  do  very  much  with  it  this  year.  About 
four  lessons  were  given  to  it  during  the  last  week  and  the 
three  weeks  after  the  summer  school  had  closed.  With  the 
hope  of  being  able  to  take  part  in  the  folk  dancing  contest? 
with  neighboring  towns  at  the  Brocton  Fair,  the  movement 
and  steps  to  "Bleking",  "The  Mountain  March",  "The 
Minuet,"  etc.,  were  learned.  The  children  more  than  en- 
joyed them  and  parted  with  high  hopes  and  expectations 
for  a  still  better  time  in  another  year. 
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If  the  town  could  see  fit  to  make  a  nominal  appropriation 
for  this  work,  how  much  more  could  be  accomplished  and 
how  much  more  favorably  would  it  compare  with  what  is 
being  dene  in  other  towns.  There  are  many  to  whom  ap- 
preciation is  due.  Mr.  Chamberlain  who  cared  for  the 
building  was  always  very  obliging  and  ready  to  do  what- 
ever needed  doing  no  matter  what  the  inconvenience  to  him- 
self. He  offered  many  valuable  suggestions  and  was  as 
interested  in  the  success  of  the  playground  as  I  was. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  children  and  their  parents,  and  in  fact  all  who 
in  any  way  helped  to  make  the  playground  a  success.

The  Parent-Teacher's  Asssociation  brings  the  parents  and 
teachers  together  in  educational  and  social  ways,  thus  in- 
creasing their  mutual  understanding  of  what  is  for  the 
child's  best  interests,  but  through  a  special  committee  our 
Association  has  for  some  years  carried  on  the  Home  Gar- 
den' work.  This  is  a  highly  important  work  and  I  include 
here  a  statement  by  the  secretary  of  this  committee. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Haines, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  response  to  your  request  I  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  Home  and  School  Gardens. 

The  summer  of  191 5  was  the  fourth  year  of  the  work, 
and  great  progress  has  been  made  during  these  four  years. 
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The  garden  work  is  carried  on  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Parent-Teachers'  Association,  by  a  committee  of  five  and  by 
ten  supervisors  who  freely  give  their  time. 

About  $60  is  given  in  prizes  and  the  expenses  incidental 
to  the  work  amount  to  about  $55.  This  money  is  raised  by 
the  Association,  and  by  contributions  of  public-spirited  citi- 
zens. 

The  number  of  gardens  has  increased  each  season  until 
this  last  one  we  had  268  home  gardens. 

The  committee  leased  a  piece  o<f  land  on  Goddard  Avenue 
for  those  children  who  had  no  place  at  home  and  twenty- 
eight  took  advantage  of  the  offer.  This  was  an  experiment 
on  the  part  of  the  committee  and  was  not  as  successful  as 
they  could  wish,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  was  practical- 
ly no  supervision. 

If  the  parents  could  realize  the  importance  of  this  work 
and  give  the  children  more  encouragement  and  help,  the 
work  would  be  far  more  successful. 

The  Home  and  School  Gardens  should  be  carried  on  as  a 
part  of  the  regular  school  system,  with  a  paid  supervisor. 

All  up-to-date  towns  are  awakening  to  the  importance 
of  this  work  and  are  encouraging  and  supporting  it. 

We  have  held  an  exhibit  of  vegetables  and  flowers  each 
year  at  the  High  School,  which  has  been  very  creditable. 

The  citizens,  as  a  whole,  do  not  know  how  much  has  been 
done  along  this  line,  and  hoiw  much  good  has  been  accomp- 
lished. 

It  furnishes  employment  for  idle  hands  during  the  long 
summer  vacation,  brings  health  to  the  tired  child,  forms 
habits  of  industry  and  in  many  cases  is  a'  source  of  income. 
It  would  seem  a  wise  and  beneficial  movement  on  the  part 
of  the  town,  if  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  a  sum  of  money 
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could  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  this  work,  and  to  have 
it  carried  on  as  a  part  of  the  regular  school  curriculum.

STATE  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

Many  boys  and  girls  who  come  to  the  office  for  labor 
certificates  say  that  they  wish  they  had  not  left  school,  that 
they  now  see  where  an  education  would  help  them, 
and  were  it  not  for  the  conditions  of  their  lives 
and  the  responsibilities  that  have  come  upon  them 
they  would  yet  return.  The  State  also  has  realized  that  for 
the  individual's  own  good  and  for  the  good  of  the  Common- 
wealth, far  too  many  have  left  school  with  but  a  meager 
education.  The  State,  through  its  Board  of  Education,  now 
extends  to  all  such  a  helping  hand,  by  offering  correspon- 
dence courses  in  almost  every  subject,  w  ithout  cost  beyond 
the  price  of  the  text  book  used. 

Rockland  ought  to  have  a  hundred  or  more  enrolled  in 
these  courses,  for  it  is  the  opportunity  of  a  life  time,  for 
both  old  and  young.  I  hope  that  everyone  who  reads  this 
will  call  it  to  the  attention  of  someone  who  needs  or  would

like  to  take  up  or  continue  some  line  of  study.  They  are 
arranged  for  people  of  all  ages. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  go  over  these  courses  with  all  who  are 
interested. 

SOME  NEEDS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  SYSTEM 

In  view  of  the  present  physical  needs  of  the  school  system, 
we  should  have  for  the  high  school  girls,  who  need  exercise 
as  truly  as  the  boys  need  athletics,  a  physical  director.  All 
of  her  time  would  not  be  needed  by  the  high  school,  so  that 
she  could  organize  and  supervise  the  gymnastic  and  play- 
ground work  of  the  grades.  With  her  special  preparation, 
she  could  assist  the  School  Physicians  as  a  school  nurse, 
and  in  the  summer  could  supervise  the  playground.  By  tak- 
ing the  census  she  could  come  in  contact  with  every  home, 
and  when  children  are  out  there  would  be  little  need  of  cal- 
ling the  Attendance  Officer.  Truly,  Rockland  has  in  these 
things  an  important  work  to  be  done.  It  is  a  work  that  re- 
quires someone  who  understands  children,  and  parents,  and 
teachers,  hygiene,  and  physiology,  and  a  little  medicine,  and 
how  to  use  them  all  tactfully. 

Health  is  placed  first  by  every  thoughtful  person,  there- 
fore Rockland  cannot  show  her  wisdom  in  any  better  way 
than  by  looking  to  what  will  conserve  the  health  of  her 
growing  citizens. 

On  small  school  grounds  children  simply  cannot  get  the 
exercise  they  need.  The  Plain  Street  School,  the  School 
Street  School,  and  the  Webster  Street  School,  each  by  all 
means  should  have  larger  playgrounds.  The  School  Street 
ground  should  include  all  of  the  lots  that  border  it,  and  then 
it  would  be  small  for  the  large  number  of  pupils  enrolled 
there.  The  High  School  should  have  an  athletic  field  near 
enough  to  the  building  so  that  the  shower  baths  could  be 
used  immediately  after  exercise,  and  so  that  it  will  be  con- 
venient for  the  general  public  to  attend  the  games. 
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Further  than  this,  all  of  our  school  grounds  should  be 
made  more  attractive. 

It  is  true  that  practically  every  foot  of  a  small  ground  is 
trampled  over  at  intermissions,  which  practically  prohibits 
sodding.  But  teachers,  parents,  and  school  officials  think- 
ing on  school  ground  improvement  certainly  will  be  able 
to  find  some  way  of  solving  the  problem. 

Every  self  respecting  person  is  careful  of  his  personal 
appearance.  Here  are  our  school  grounds,  one  standing  at 
each  of  the  several  gates  to  the  town.  What  is  the  impres- 
sion they  give  to  the  strangers  who  enter?  The  pupils  keep 
the  grounds  clean  of  rubbish,  but  they  are  still  cold  and  bare. 

Much  talk  is  heard  of  spending  millions  for  prepardness 
but  the  greatest  protection  of  a  people  is  their  education  in 
reasonable  and  just  ways  of  thinking,  and  their  training  in 
applying  the  "Golden  Rule''. 

At  the  foundation  of  this  our  highest  protection,  is  the 
great  teaching  force  of  the  nation.  If  we  are  to  spend 
millions  let  us  spend  it  on  education;  let  us  make  the  com- 
pensation such  that  it  will  hold  in  the  teaching  force  and 
attract  to  it  all  of  the  very  best  that  the  nation  can  produce 
in  the  way  of  brain  power,  heart  power,  and  ability  to  do. 
Surely,  "prevention  is  better  than  cure"  in  international  af- 
fairs as  in  any  others.  The  good  teacher  realizes  that  those 
cases  of  discipline  in  which  she  was  once  inclined  to  use 
force,  if  taken  in  time,  and  handled  properly,  may  never 
arise,  or  if  they  do  arise,  that  the  energy  they  represent 
may  be  turned  aside  into  channels  of  helpfulness.  Our  pa- 
triotism prompts  us  to  this  higher  preparation. 

We  must  have  teachers  of  training  and  experience  in  our 
High  school,  but  we  must  pay  higher  salaries  to  secure  and 
retain  them,  especially  in  certain  departments. 

The  primary 'teachers  hold  a  very  important  place  in  the 
school  system.  Much  of  a  child's  future  success  depends 
upon  how  well  he  is  started. 
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•However  well  the  child  is  started,  his  chances  for  failure 
and  retardation  in  the  intermediate  grades  are  very  great, 
unless  he  finds  there  a  teacher  who  is  sympathetic  and  in- 
finitely patient.  At  this  age  he  is  passing  from  infancy  to 
youth,  his  mind  often  seems  very  slow,  for  his  energy  is 
all  going  to.  growth,  and  because  of  his  size  we  are  apt  to 
demand  of  him  more  maturity  of  mind.  Many  of  our  boys 
and  girls  have  passed  easily  through  this  period  because 
their  teachers  understood. 

The  grammar  school  teachers  occupy  an  extremely  dif- 
ficult position  in  the  system,  and  the  most  critical  in  the 
lives  of  pupils.  Most  teachers  that  I  interview  prefer  to 
teach  either  above  or  below  the  grammar  school.  They 
seem  to  think  that  their  professional  reputation  would  be  in 
less  danger.  Where  classes  are  organized  for  any  purpose 
outside  of  the  public  school,  do  you  find  people  clambering 
for  the  class  of  boys  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years  of  age? 
There  is  a  reason.  At  this  restless  age  their  minds  are 
opening  up  as  never  before  to  the  world  of  interesting 
things  oustide  of  school.  The  teacher  who  is  able  to. inter- 
est such  children  and  keep  them  in  school  independent  of 
the  hand  of  the  law,  must  have  a  world  of  information  on 
each  of  her  many  subjects,  as  well  as  unusual  skill  and  tact 
in  applying  it  to  the  needs  of  her  pupils  and  the  demands  of 
society. 

Our  teachers  not  only  deserve  but  need  an  increase  in 
pay.  In  fact,  T  do  not  see  how  they  live  and  get  along  as 
well  as  they  do  with  their  multitude  of  expenses,  to  say 
nothing  of  saving  anything  for  a  rainy  day.  The  cost  of 
living  in  Rockland  is  as  high  as  in  any  town.  If  teachers 
become  ill,  Rockland  specialists  treat  their  cases.  If  they 
neecf  clothing,  Rockland  tailors  and  clothiers  are  consulted. 
They  belong  to  two  or  more  educational  organizations,  and 
to  several  Rockland  societies,  each  of  which  brings  its  own 
expense.    The  demands  made  upon  them  make  them  good 
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spenders,  so  that  money  paid  to  teachers  comes  directly 
back  to  Rockland,  both  in  coin  and  in  better  service  to  the 
town. 

So  real  is  their  need  that  although  the  superintendent  is 
receiving  more  than  $100  less  than  the  average  for  towns 
the  size  of  Rockland,  yet  he  would  gladly  forego  any  in- 
crease if  doing  so  would  insure  the  teachers  an  increase.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the 
High  School 


Mr.  T.  M.  Haines,  Snpt.  of  Schools. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  annual  report  which 
covers  my  first  full  year  of  work  as  Principal  of  the  Rock- 
land High  School. 

The  excellent  organization  and  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  both  pupils  and  teachers,  which  I  found  when 
I  came  to  Rockland,  showed  the  ability  of  my  worthy  pre- 
decessor. 

The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  having  had  few  changes 
in  the  thoroughly  efficient  faculty  during  the  year.  The 
growth  of  the  school  made  necessary  the  addition  of  a  part 
time  teacher.  Undoubtedly,  a  full  time  teacher  will  be 
needed  in  this  position  next  year. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  time  of  sending  out  re- 
port cards.  They  are  issued  every  ten  weeks  instead  of  bi- 
monthly as  before.  In  addition,  a  report  is  sent  out  every 
two  weeks  for  eacli  pupil  doing  unsatisfactory  work.  If 
a  parent  receives  such  a  notice,  it  should  be  his  immediate 
interest  to  investigate  and  find  out  the  difficulty.  I  am  at 
my  office  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  from  3  to  4, 
and  will  gladly  make  an  appointment  by  telephone  or 
through  the  pupil,  for  any  another  afternoon  or  evening. 
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If  it  is  impossible  for  a  parent  to  come  to  the  school  build- 
ing, oftentimes  an  interview  over  the  telephone  would  be 
of  assistance. 

I  would  earnestly  ask  the  parents  for  closer  co-operation 
with  the  High  School.  Best  results  in  school  work  are  ob- 
tained only  with  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  individual 
pupil,  but  the  High  School  teacher  has  little  opportunity  to 
acquire  this.  The  High  School  has  a  pupil  for  five  hours  of 
the  day.  In  that  time  he  is  under  from  three  to  five  dif- 
ferent teachers  for  a  period  of  45  minutes  each,  and  each 
teacher  has  an  average  of  125  pupils  under  his  charge  daily. 
I  fear  the  parent  little  realizes  the  assistance  a  teacher 
receives  from  a  personal  interview.  I  have  often  found  that 
my  opinions  of  the  student's  problems  have  been  radically 
changed  through  an  interview  with  his  parent.  The  parent 
should  also  follow  the  pupil's  home  work  more  closely. 
Few  students  can  do  a  good  grade  of  work  without  at  least 
two  hours  of  home  study.  Whether  the  pupil  does  this  or 
not,  rests  with  the  parent.  He  should  not  allow  social  ob- 
ligations, moving  pictures,  outside  employment,  etc.,  to  in- 
terfere with  the  pupil's  progress  in  school.  I  sometime? 
feel  that  since  the  state  provides  a  High  School  without 
tuition,  thus  offering  an  equal  opportunity  to  all,  the  parent 
loses  sight  of  the  fact  that  he  is  under  obligations  to  the 
state,  to  see  to  it  that  his  child  makes  the  best  of  these  op- 
portunities. 

Some  slight  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of 
study,  primarily  in  the  Commercial  Department.  An  ave- 
rage grade  of  80%  is  required  in  the  three  purely  commer- 
cial subjects,  namely;  bookkeeping,  typewriting  and  stenog- 
raphy, for  a  business  diploma.  This,  I  believe,  will  raise 
the  standard  of  the  business  department  and  make  its  di- 
ploma more  valuable. 

In  recent  years,  High  School  graduations  have  gradually 
grown  more  elaborate,  until  school  authorities  in  many

places  have  made  stringent  regulations  on  matters  of  dress 
and  other  expenses.  Last  year  the  Senior  class  adopted  a 
set  of  regulations  which  slightly  reduced  the  cost  of  gradu- 
ation dresses.  However,  the  ciass  spent  $287  on  the  class 
reception;  one  night's  function.  This  necessitated  a  tax  of 
$4  on  each  member  of  the  class.  I  hope  this  year's  class 
will  find  methods  of  reducing  these  expenses  without  de- 
tracting from  the  significance  or  pleasure  of  the  occasion. 

The  science  laboratories  need  additional  equipment.  The 
equipment  has  never  been  very  extensive  and  the 
classes  have  grown  so  large  that  they  are  seriously  handi- 
capped for  apparatus.  I  would  recommend  an  annual  ex- 
penditure of  $150  for  experimental  and  demonstration  ap- 
paratus, until  our  laboratories  are  fully  equipped.  Provision 
should  also  be  made  for  a  supply  of  electricity  such  as  could 
be  furnished  by  a  rectifier  or  a  motor-generator  set,  with 
storage  batteries  and  a  small  switch  board. 

This  year  the  library  room  has  been  opened  with  a  few 
books  that  the  school  owned  and  a  set  of  Histories  given 
by  the  class  of  19 15,  as  a  nucleus.  This  has  been  supple- 
mented by  a  fewr  volumes  from  the  Public  Library,  but 
many  that  are  needed  are  in  the  reference  room  of  the  li- 
brary and  cannot  be  taken  from  the  building.  It  is  not 
practicable  to  assign  work  to  be  done  in  the  Public  Library, 
for  many  of  our  pupils  work  in  the  afternoon  or  live  so  far 
from  the  center  of  the  town  that  they  cannot  return  to  the 
library.  The  school  needs  a  small  library,  (not  extensive) 
so  that  we  can  supplement  the  text  books  and  so  enrich  our 
courses.  I  would  recommend  an  expenditure  of  $100  a 
year  for  a  period  of  two  or  three  years. 

The  educational  system  of  our  country  has  well  provided 
for  the  mental  development,  but  little  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  physical  development  of  our  youth,  except  in 
the  larger  cities  and  towns.  The  watchword  of  the  medical 
world  today  is  "Prevention  rather  than  cure".    Every  town 
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has  a  part  in  this  work  through  its  board  of  health,  district 
nurse,  etc.,  but  there  is  another  field  which  we  must  soon 
enter,  i.  e.  the  physical  training  of  our  youth  during  the 
adolescent  period.  What  better  preventative  can  we  find 
than  a  strong  healthy  body?  Under  the  present  system, 
athletic  sports  reach  a  few  o>f  the  boys.  The  boy  who  is 
not  strong  enough  to  participate  in  interscholastic  games, 
is  in  greater  need  of  physical  training,  but  is  completely 
neglected.  Likewise,  we  ignore  the  needs  of  the  girl.  Rock- 
land should  have  an  athletic  field  large  enough  for  football, 
baseball,  field  and  track  sports.  We  should  have  a  physical 
director  for  boys,  competent  to  conduct  corrective  physical 
work,  coach  the  athletic  teams,  organize  and  conduct  out- 
door games  for  all  the  boys  during  the  spring  and  fall,  and 
gymastics  during  the  winter.  We  should  also  have  a  physi- 
cal director  for  the  girls  who  could  carry  on  outdoor  games, 
basketball,  and  gymnastics.  Such  a  plan  is  too  extensive  to 
be  realized  in  a  single  year,  but  a  start  should  be  made  at 
once  by  acquiring  land  near  the  school  building  before  it  is 
build  up;  by  electing  a  physical  director  for  the  girls;  and 
by  a  small  outlay  for  a  gymnastic  equipment. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  highest  appreciation 
of  your  helpful  and  sympathetic  advice  and  co-operation.
